Mr.  Aldrich  was  Treasurer  for  the  Town  of  Douglas  from  1934 
until  he  retired  in  1975. 

Dick  was  born  on  March  18,  1902  and  died  on  November  11, 1984 
at  the  age  of  eighty-two.  He  was  the  son  of  Ralph  E.  and  Seddie 
Hodgedon  Aldrich.  Born  in  Uxbridge,  he  lived  in  Douglas  for  over 
seventy  years.  Being  a graduate  of  Northbridge  High  School  and 
Dartmouth  College,  Dick  attended  Harvard  Business  School  and  ob- 
tained a Masters  Degree  in  Business  Administration. 

This  quiet  man  served  as  Treasurer  for  the  Second  Congrega- 
tional Church  and  Evergreen  Cemetery  Association,  was  an  officer 
of  the  Uxbridge  Savings  Bank,  serving  in  the  capacity  of  Trustee  and 
Auditor,  was  founder  and  director  of  the  former  Hayward-Schuster 
Employee  Credit  Union,  and  finally  was  employed  at  the  Hayward- 
Schuster  Woolen  Mill  Inc.,  for  fifty-five  years  until  retirement  in 
1980,  holding  the  position  of  Assistant  Treasurer  and  Comptroller  of 
this  Company.

The  owner 
of  any  dog  impounded  may  reclaim  such  dog  upon  payment  in  the 
sum  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  for  the  first  twenty-four  (24)  hour  period 
or  any  part  thereof  that  the  dog  is  held  and  three  ($3.00)  dollars  for 
each  additional  twenty-four  (24)  hours  or  any  part  thereof;  provid- 
ed, however,  if  the  dog  is  not  licensed  that  before  release  to  any  per- 
son, a license,  if  such  is  required  by  the  Town  shall  be  secured.  The 
sums  collected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  ac- 
counted for  and  paid  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  Any  dog  which  has 
been  impounded  and  has  not  been  redeemed  by  the  owner  within  ten 
(10)  days  shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  Any  owner  found  in  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  By-law  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punishable  by  a fine  in  accordance 
with  the  following  schedule  or  any  other  schedule  permitted  by  law :

DOUGLAS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Douglas  Conservation  Commission  has  been  actively  engag- 
ed in  the  protection  of  the  town’s  natural  resources  and  the  en- 
couragement of  sound  conservation  practices.  Public  hearings  are 
conducted  throughout  the  year  on  applications  for  projects  pursuant 
to  the  Douglas  Wetland  Bylaw  and  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  G.L. 
Chp.  131,  Sec.  40.  These  public  hearings  are  conducted  in  behalf  of 
the  landowner  as  well  as  town  interests  to  insue  protective  working 
guidelines  for  projects  within  one  hundred  feet  of  all  wetland  areas. 
The  $25.00  filing  fee  is  deposited  into  the  Conservation  Fund. 
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Again  the  Douglas  Conservation  Commission  distributed  seedl- 
ings to  the  fifth  grade  class  at  the  elementary  school  in  conjunction 
with  the  science  curriculum.  Seedlings  have  also  been  planted  at 
public  sites  in  an  effort  to  experimentally  determine  adaption  of  the 
tree  species  to  the  environmental  conditions  at  the  sites.  We  have 
received  requests  for  beautification  projects  and  will  be  considering 
them  in  1985. 

Open  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at 
7:30  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall.  Any  interested  citizen  is  welcome  to  at- 
tend and  we  encourage  active  associate  members.  Our  thanks  to  all 
those  who  have  contributed  their  time  and  efforts  during  the  past 
year.

A second  telephone  line  has  been  added  to  the  police  station,  and 
in  cooperation  with  the  schools  parents  and  students  are  asked  not  to 
call  the  station  on  inclement  weather  days  but  to  listen  to  their  local 
radio  station  for  school  cancellations. 

Other  programs  have  continued,  canine,  school  safety,  cadets, 
and  the  communications  van  which  was  an  asset  in  the  investigation 
of  a tragic  triple  murder  which  occured  in  1985. 

Three  people  lost  their  lives  in  a single  motor  vehicle  accident 
this  year. 

Again  at  this  time,  my  thanks  go  out  to  everyone  who  supported 
the  police  in  any  way  throughout  the  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
citizens  and  members  of  the  department.

The  report  of  the  Douglas  Dog  Officer  for  1984  includes  the 
following  statistics:

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  dog  owners  of  the 
Dog  Nuisance  By-Law  now  in  effect  in  the  Town  of  Douglas. 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  Satur- 
day, June  23, 1984,  the  Town  of  Douglas  voted  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  21.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  as  a General  By-Law  of 
the  Town  the  following : 

Dog  Restraint.  No  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  shall  permit  such  dog, 
whether  licensed  or  unlicensed  to  become  a public  nuisance  within 
the  Town  of  Douglas  at  any  time.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dog  Of- 
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ficer  to  apprehend  any  dog  which  she/he  has  reason  to  believe  to  be 
a public  nuisance  and  to  impound  such  dog  in  a suitable  place  or  to 
order  the  owner  thereof  to  restrain  such  dog.  The  owner  of  any  dog 
impounded  may  reclaim  such  dog  upon  payment  in  the  sum  of  three 
($3.00)  dollars  for  the  first  twnety-four  (24)  hour  period  or  any  part 
thereof  that  the  dog  is  held  and  three  ($3.00)  dollars  for  each  addi- 
tional twnety-four  hours  or  any  part  thereof:  provided,  however,  if 
the  dog  is  not  licensed  that  before  release  to  any  person,  a license,  if 
such  is  required  by  the  Town  shall  be  secured.  The  sums  collected 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  accounted  for  and 
paid  over  to  th4e  Town  Treasurer.  Any  dog  which  has  been  impound- 
ed and  has  not  been  redeemed  by  the  owner  within  ten  (10)  days 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  Any  owner  found  in  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punishable  by  a fine  in  accordance 
with  the  following  schedule  or  any  other  schedule  permitted  by  law : 
1st  offense  - $10.00;  2nd  offense  - $25.00;  3rd  and  subsequent  offenses 
in  any  12  month  period  $25.00.  If  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a dog  be  a 
minor,  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor  shall  be  held  liable  for 
any  violations  of  this  by-law.  The  Dog  Officer,  members  of  the 
Police  Department  or  whoever  else  may  be  designated  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  shall  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  and  shall  at- 
tend to  all  complaints  or  other  matters  pertaining  to  dogs  in  the 
Town  with  citation  rights.  Definitions:  Dog.  All  animals  of  the 
canine  species,  both  male  and  female.  Owner.  Any  person  or  per- 
sons, firm,  association,  or  corporation  owning,  keeping  or  harboring 
a dog  as  herein  defined.  Public  Nuisance.  Any  dog  shall  be  deemed  a 
public  nuisance  when  attacking  persons  or  domestic  animals  while 
such  dog  is  on  property  other  than  that  of  the  dog  owner;  when 
destroying  property;  when  on  a public  school  ground  and  not  under 
restraint;  when  it  persistently  chases  moving  vehicles;  when  it  per- 
sistently and  continuously  barks  or  howls;  when  it  is  permitted  to 
run  at  large  and  unrestrained  on  property  other  than  its  owner’s; 
any  unspayed  female  dog  in  season  shall  be  deemed  a public 
nuisance  when  not  confined  indoors  or  housed  in  a veterinary 
hospital  or  registered  kennel.

LIBRARIAN  S REPORT 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
Library  Director  of  the  Simon  Fairfield  Public  Library. 

The  library  as  a vital  information  resource  for  the  Douglas  com- 
munity was  demonstrated  both  in  its  circulation  statistics  and 
dynamic  programming.  Circulation  saw  an  increase  of  12%  over 
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1983.  What  makes  this  so  exciting  is  that  traditionally  libraries  ex- 
perience declines  in  circulation  as  economic  conditions  improve. 

Douglas  has  been  recognized  in  the  Blackstone  Valley  as  having 
a strong  children’s  program  both  in  its  library  sponsored  activities 
like  story  hours,  and  in  its  healthy  collection  of  children’s  material. 
Story  hours  and  movies  were  increased  and  special  programs  like 
the  Pumpernickel  Puppet  Theater  and  Sooki  the  Clown  offered 
Douglas’s  future  leaders  opportunities  to  be  introduced  to  the 
library’s  valuable  resources. 

Programs  specifically  designed  for  adults  were  also  strengthen- 
ed in  1984.  Practical  learning  was  gained  from  both  the  Financial 
Seminar  and  the  Assertiveness  Training  Series.  The  bridal  exhibit 
gave  the  community  a truly  enjoyable  historical  extravaganza. 

To  have  32%  of  the  town’s  population  as  active  users  of  the 
library’s  valued  services  provides  an  excellent  return  on  Douglas’s 
investment  in  the  library’s  information  resources. 

The  growth  in  library  use  is  due  largely  to  the  commitment  of 
staff,  volunteers,  and  trustees  dedicated  to  improving  and  expan- 
ding library  service  to  all  Douglas  residents.

This  year  the  Trustees  had  installed  fans  in  the  library  so  that 
our  summers  will  be  so  much  more  comfortable  for  staff  and 
patrons  alike.  Thank  you! 

Before  I list  the  circulation  figures  I would  like  to  thank  the 
Trustees  for  their  kind  support  throughout  the  year.  Tony  Russo,  our 
custodian,  is  so  good  in  doing  whatever  needs  doing  that  I can’t  im- 
agine the  library  without  him.  Thank  you,  Tony.  Thanks  to  my 
assistants  for  helping  the  library  to  run  smoothly.  And  a special 
thanks  to  our  new  Friends  of  the  Library  group  who  give  moral  sup- 
port and  financial  aid  in  any  way  they  can  to  the  library.  They  have 
purchased  five  puppets  and  several  new  books  for  the  children’s 
room  this  year.  This  is  also  an  opportunity  to  thank  Chief  John 
Koslak  for  his  cooperation  and  success  in  retrieving  our  long  over- 
due books  for  us.  He  and  his  department  have  saved  the  library  well 
over  $100.00  in  overdue  books.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  is  our  report  of  the  Water  Department  activities 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  1984. 

The  TCE  problem  on  Thompson  Road  is  still  with  us.  We  are  still 
monitoring  the  levels  of  the  chemical  and  it  still  is  being  reduced 
slowly. 


We  still  have  outstanding  water  bills  totaling  over  $11,000.00. 
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We  pumped  78,504,400  gallons  of  water  this  year,  incidently  this 
is  a little  less  than  last  year.  The  cause  for  this  decrease  is  Guilford 
Industries  is  using  more  of  their  own  well  water.  Although  we 
pumped  less  water  this  year,  we  should  still  be  looking  for  a new  well 
because  we  are  almost  up  to  capacity  now.  With  the  condominiums 
on  Charles  Street,  the  new  development  on  Franklin  Street  and  the 
new  housing  on  Reddings  Landing  a new  well  is  essential. 

The  water  lines  extending  down  Charles  Street  to  the  con- 
dominiums are  600’  of  6”  and  130’  of  4”  ductile  iron  pipe.  The  water 
line  extended  to  Reddings  Landing  contain  570’  of  6”  ductile  iron 
pipe. 

WORK  COMPLETED  THIS  YEAR 

1 . Turbine  was  repacked  and  lubed. 

2.  #1  pump  at  the  booster  station  was  rebuilt. 

3.  The  roof  in  the  main  station  was  completed. 

4.  We  acquired  a pipe  cutter,  bench  grinder,  lead  melting 
burner  and  pot,  and  numerous  other  tools.

Under  Chapter  90,  the  following  streets  were  resurfaced;  Wallis, 
Maple,  West,  Monroe,  and  Walnut  streets.  The  town  will  be  reim- 
bursed from  the  State. 

GENERAL  HIGHWAY 

All  gravel  roads  were  graded;  brush  along  roadsides  maintain-

public  squares  maintained;  transporation  of  food  from  Worcester  to 
the  Town  Hall  provided. 

Approximately  290  tons  of  Cold  Patch  were  applied  to  our  roads 
during  the  year.

VOCATIONAL  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

DAY  SCHOOL 


Classes  for  day  school  students  opened  August  23,  1983  and  con- 
cluded June  13, 1984.  One  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  school  days  were 
completed.  The  dual  program  of  academic  study  and  specific  oc- 
cupational training  was  accomplished  by  alternating  two-week 
cycles. 
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Sixteen  (16)  distinct  vocational/technical  programs,  are  offered 
to  the  young  people  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  to  provide  gainful 
employment.  They  are:  Air  Conditioning/Refrigeration,  Auto  Body, 
Auto  Technology,  Carpentry,  Culinary  Arts/Baking,  Computerized 
Information  Processing,  Machine  Drafting,  Electrical,  Electronics, 
Graphic  Arts,  Health  Services,  Machine  Shop,  Metal  Fabrica- 
tion/Sheet Metal,  Painting/Decorating,  Plant  Maintenance,  and 
Plumbing. 


Special  Education  services  for  one  hundred  and  six  (106)  young 
men  and  women  were  provided  as  prescribed  by  Individual  Educa- 
tion Plans.  A very  successful  program  identified  as  Building  and 
Ground  Maintenance,  trained  twelve  (12)  young  people  for  employ- 
ment. 


A Cooperative  Education  Program  provided  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  (122)  seniors  with  actual  work  experience  during  the 
school  year.  This  program  has  been  in  place  for  sixteen  (16)  years 
and  continues  to  prove  that  young  people  who  are  educationally  and 
vocationally  prepared  possess  the  background  for  a variety  of  op- 
tions upon  graduation.  Employers  have  shown  great  interest  and 
cooperation  in  this  partnership  effort  for  which  students  are  paid  for 
their  work  at  a site. 


Continuing  the  practice  of  serving  district  towns,  a major 
renovation  and  construction  project  was  undertaken  in  the  town  of 
Northbridge.  Students  and  instructors  of  the  Carpentry,  Electrical, 
Plumbing,  Heating/Ventilation/Air  Conditioning,  and  Pain- 
ting/Decorating programs  began  work/  training  at  the  old  Plummer 
School  in  November  1983.  The  former  elementary  school  was 
transferred  to  the  Northbridge  Council  on  Aging.  The  three-story 
building  will  be  converted  into  a major  center  for  the  elderly  con- 
taining office  space,  examination  rooms,  kitchen  facilities,  dining 
room  and  recreation  rooms.  The  entire  building  will  be  retrofitted 
for  energy  conservation  and  for  handicapped  persons.  The  projcet  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed  for  occupancy  in  March  of  1985.

Graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  James  S.  Mullaney  Gym- 
nasium on  Friday  evening,  May  25,  1984.  One  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  (188)  seniors  received  diplomas  and  vocation  certificates.  Two 
Class  Officers  representing  Douglas  were:  Sharon  LeBoeuf  Presi- 
dent; Lynn  Brooks  Treasurer. 


ADULT  TRAINING 

Evening  School  Programs  were  conducted  in  the  fall 
(September  to  November,  1983)  and  spring  (March  to  May,  1984). 
Between  the  two  sessions,  two  hundred  and  sixteen  (216)  adults  (175 
men  and  41  women)  paid  a tuition  to  receive  training  in  the  following 
programs:  Air  Conditioning,  Auto  Body,  Carpentry,  Computers, 
Electrical,  Electronics,  Machine  Shop  and  Welding.  The  self- 
supporting  adult  training  program  was  offered  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  evenings  from  6:30  P.M.  to  9:30  P.M.  for  sixteen  (16) 
nights  each  sememster. 

The  Basic  Electronic  Assembler  Program,  supported  entirely 
with  a federal  grant,  trained  eighteen  (18)  men  and  women  for  entry 
level  employment  in  local  electronic  companies.  The  program  was 
conducted  from  8:00  A.M.  to  3:00  P.M.  daily  during  October  through 
March.  Age  of  trainees  ranged  from  18  years  to  59  years.  Fourteen 
(14)  of  the  trainees  were  gainfully  employed  after  the  500  hours  of  in- 
tensive job  preparation.  Another  program  was  begun  in  June  of  1984. 


PERSONNEL  & OTHER 

The  day  school  population  was  transported  to  and  from  school 
throughout  the  thirteen  town  district  with  twenty-two  (22)  bus  routes 
each  school  day.  In  addition,  supplemental  transporation  was  pro- 
vided on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  for  students  who  were 
detained  for  a variety  of  reasons. 
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The  school  year  1983-84,  from  all  perspectives,  was  successful. 
Citizens  shared  with  students  in  the  use  of  the  facilities  and  program 
offerings.  The  Three  Seasons  Restaurant  was  used,  on  a regular 
basis  from  September  to  June  between  the  hours  of  11  A.M.  to  1 
P.M.,  by  the  public  and  various  organizations  for  luncheons.  The 
automotive  programs  were  utilized  totally  as  were  the  graphic  arts, 
metal  and  construction  programs. 

The  Vocational  Regional  School  District  “passed-through” 
$744,893  of  Chapter  70  (School  Aid)  funds  to  the  towns  of  the  district 
as  required  by  the  Commonwealth.  Approximately  85%  of  the 
school’s  graduates  were  employed  upon  completion  of  the  training 
programs.  Approximately  12%  of  the  graduates  were  accepted  at  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  (colleges,  universities,  community  col- 
leges and  specialized  schools) . 

Long  delayed  repairs  to  the  facility  were  begun.  The  School 
Committee  commissioned  the  preparation  of  a codified  manual  of  its 
school  district  policies.  The  administration  inaugurated  a study  of 
the  school’s  Program  of  Studies  scheduled  for  completion  in  the 
school  year  1984-85. 

The  School  Committee,  Administration,  Faculty,  Advisory  Com- 
mittees, Students  and  Support  Staff  express  their  genuine  thanks  to 
all  the  citizens  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School 
District  for  their  help  and  support  throughout  the  past  school  year.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  submits  the  following 
report  of  activities  for  the  calendar  year  1984.  Our  commission  has 
continued  its  affiliation  with  the  Blackstone  Valley  Regional 
Economic  Development  Council.  From  the  Commission’s  budget 
$1,000  was  expended  to  fund  the  future  activities  of  the  Council.  Our 
expenditure  was  matched  by  eight  other  towns  in  the  Valley.  Private 
businesses  contributed  similar  amounts  in  cash  or  “in  kind”  ser- 
vices. That  initial  funding  convinced  the  Governor’s  Executive  Of- 
fice of  Communities  and  Development  to  commit  $20,000  in  each  of 
the  fiscal  years  1985  and  1986.  Other  possible  sources  of  funding  are 
the  federal  Economic  Development  Administration  and  the 
Worcester  County  Commission.  Those  commitments  will  allow  the 
Council  to  hire  a full-time  director,  who  will  be  more  able  to  promote 
economic  development  in  the  Blackstone  Valley  than  the  part-time 
industrial  development  commissions. 

At  the  local  level  the  Commission  has  continued  to  disseminate 
information  on  public  programs  of  interest  to  businesses  in  town.  In 
certain  instances  we  have  gathered  specific  information  at  the  re- 
quest of  a local  business.  As  an  example,  we  obtained  the  cost  data  to 
extend  three-phase  electric  power  along  Davis  Street  for  a local 
business  from  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company.  Additionally, 
we  offered  a plan  for  funding  the  extension  through  the  Small  Cities 
Economic  Development  Set-Aside  Program. 
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A sign  replacement  program  has  begun.  Three  new  signs  will  be 
placed  in  strategic  locations  on  the  main  entry  routes  to  the  town. 
We  hope  to  present  our  best  image  for  the  emerging  growth  phase  of 
economic  development  in  Douglas  that  is  coming  with  the  improve- 
ment of  Route  146.

Michael  L.  Cahill  resigned  his  position  as  Assistant  Operator  in 
March  and  was  replaced  by  Gary  Martinsen  in  April  1984. 

Harlan  Hilton,  Jr.  resigned  his  position  as  Superintendent/Chief 
Operator  and  was  replaced  by  Michael  L.  Cahill  in  October. 

A new  rotary  blower  for  the  aerated  sludge  holding  tank  was 
purchased  when  the  original  blower  broke  and  could  not  be  repaired. 
The  old  blower  will  be  kept  and  used  for  parts. 

The  Charles  St.  sewer  main  was  extended  82  feet,  with  one 
manhole,  by  contractors  building  condominiums  of  the  street  to 
enable  the  buildings  to  be  tied  into  the  system. 

Building  repairs  were,  and  are  waiting  to  be,  done  to  the 
garage/front  office  and  the  operations  building.  With  the  assistance 
of  the  Water  Department,  the  suspended  ceiling  in  the  front  office 
and  conference  room  were  lowered  two  feet  to  save  on  heating.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

It  is  a pleasure  to  inform  our  citizens  of  the  many  changes,  suc- 
cesses, and  plans  of  its  public  schools  through  this  annual  report. 

The  1984-85  year  saw  the  return  to  an  administrative  structure 
which  separates  the  School  Department’s  roles  of  Superintendent 
and  High  School  Principal. 

Having  opened  the  school  year  after  the  successful  and  mutually 
beneficial  signing  of  a new  Teacher’s  Contract,  work  began  at  the 
Jr. /Sr.  High  School  to  prepare  for  the  School’s  Accreditation  pro- 
cess, scheduled  for  the  1986-87  school  year. 

As  the  evaluation  of  curriculum  continues,  particularly  in  the 
areas  of  reading,  the  industrial  arts,  and  foreign  languages,  texts 
have  been  purchased,  as  a result  of  last  year’s  evaluations,  in  the 
areas  of  science  and  social  studies. 

As  evaluation  of  the  curriculum  continues,  a team  of  teachers 
and  administrators  have  begun  the  important  process  of  analyzing 
our  present  methods  of  staff  evaluation.  This  committee  will  con- 
tinue its  work  with  the  goal  of  designing  and  implementing  a new 
evaluation  model  for  the  1985-86  school  year. 

The  work  of  the  Building  Committee  has  continued  as  the  entire 
community  plans  for  our  town’s  future.  We  have  received  notifica- 
tion that  the  town  has  been  identified  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  as  “in  extreme  critical  need’’  and  is  therefore  eligible  for 
80%  state  reimbursement  towards  the  costs  of  new  building  con- 
struction and  for  75%  of  interest  costs  assumed  in  the  financing  of 
such  construction.  Faced  with  the  challenges  of  meeting  the  Town’s 
educational  needs  as  our  population  continues  to  increase 
dramatically  in  school  facilities  which  are  overcrowded  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  High  School,  badly  outdated,  the  committee  has  weighed 
a number  of  possible  solutions.  A recommendation  will  be  presented 
for  town  vote  within  these  next  few  months. 

In  summary,  we  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  provide  the 
finest  educational  experience  for  the  children  of  Douglas  while  keep- 
ing in  healthy  perspective  the  economic  resources  of  our  growing 
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community.  We  thank  you,  the  citizenry,  for  your  support  and  in- 
volvement in  these,  our  efforts  to  serve  you.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

I am  pleased  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Douglas. 

In  the  curriculum  areas,  revised  curricula  and  new  textbooks 
were  implemented  in  social  studies  and  science.  This  year  marks 
the  final  year  of  a five  year  curriculum  revision  plan  with  special 
emphasis  in  business,  home  economics,  industrial  arts,  physical 
education  and  foreign  language. 

Douglas  High  School  has  begun  preparations  for  the  1986  evalua- 
tion of  the  school  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Col- 
leges. The  preparation  is  a long  and  detailed  process  which  takes 
about  two  years  to  complete.  There  is  a great  amount  of  work  yet  to 
be  done,  but  our  timetable  is  being  met. 

Volunteer  groups  from  the  community  continue  to  play  a major 
role  at  the  school.  The  Band  Boosters  continue  to  support  the  highly 
successful  band  program.  Parent  volunteers  have  helped  the  school 
in  various  ways  and  the  Adult  Volunteer  Listening  group  counsels 
students  who  request  their  services. 

During  the  year  many  of  our  students  were  honored  for  their 
academic,  athletic,  musical  and  other  achievements.  Forty-six  per- 
cent of  the  class  of  1984  were  accepted  at  post-secondary  institutions 
of  higher  learning. 

In  summary,  Douglas  High  School  has  striven  to  improve  the 
educational  program  for  the  students  of  Douglas.  The  work  of  facul- 
ty and  staff  and  the  time  volunteered  by  citizens  form  the  backbone 
of  the  program. 
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Nevertheless,  Douglas  High  School  is  sadly  lacking  in  space  and 
facilities.  The  demountable  classrooms  are  in  deplorable  condition 
and  for  many  years  now  have  outlived  their  intended  usefulness.  In- 
adequate facilities  inhibit  the  development  of  programs  and,  most 
importantly,  the  growth  of  the  community’s  children.  The  buildings 
are  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  and  renovations  which,  if  com- 
pleted, would  still  not  address  the  problem  of  overcrowded  condi- 
tions, a situation  made  worse  by  the  “building  boom”  in  town. 

Most  certainly  our  goal  is  to  provide  more  than  a basic,  ade- 
quate program  for  the  students  of  Douglas.  But  in  the  near  future, 
attainment  of  even  that  most  basic  goal  is  dubious  without  a new 
facility.

The  Athletic  Program  has  continued  to  serve  as  an  important 
part  of  our  students’  education  whether  they  are  participants  or 
fans.  The  firm  committment  which  the  school  has  made  to  academic 
standards  has  required  students  to  work  towards  their  full  potential 
in  the  classroom  or  lose  the  privilege  of  participating  in  athletics. 

Each  one  of  our  teams  has  represented  the  school  and  town  in  a 
positive  manner,  whether  winning  or  losing.  Our  softball  and 
baseball  teams  participated  in  the  District  E tournaments  last  spr- 
ing after  completing  outstanding  seasons  in  the  Dual  Valley  Con- 
ference. This  year’s  soccer  team  entered  the  Distric  E Tournament 
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for  the  second  consecutive  year,  losing  in  the  quarter  final  round  to 
Auburn  2 to  1 after  eliminating  Monty  Tech  3 to  2 in  the  opening 
round. 

Although  our  basketball  programs  have  been  having  problems 
in  the  number  of  experienced  players  we  are  able  to  develop  since 
our  Junior  High  Teams  have  been  dropped,  both  boys’  and  girls’  did 
well  in  the  First  Annual  Bancroft  Holiday  Tournament.  The  girls 
beat  Notre  Dame  in  the  opening  round  and  lost  to  host  Bancroft  in 
the  final.  The  boys  beat  Murdock  in  the  opener  and  then  captured  the 
championship  by  beating  Bancroft. 

We  are  always  looking  to  improve  or  expand  our  program  to 
meet  the  students’  need  and  as  a result  the  reinstating  of  Junior  High 
Basketball,  a formalized  J.V.  Soccer  Program  and  the  development 
of  a girls’  Soccer  team  may  be  possible  within  the  next  year  or  two.

SCHOOL  NURSES  REPORT 

We  herewith  submit  our  report  as  Douglas  Public  School  nurses. 

All  accidents,  illnesses  and  injuries  occuring  in  school  are  refer- 
red to  the  school  nurses  for  investigation. 

Routine  physical  examinations  for  those  students  not  seen  by 
their  own  physicians  were  done  in  grades  3,  6 and  10  by  Dr.  Sang  K. 
Chung,  our  school  physician. 

Mantoux  tests  (for  detection  of  tuberculosis)  were  given  to  new 
school  personnel  and  volunteers.  Flu  shots  were  offered  and  given  to 
all  school  personnel  desiring  them  by  the  Board  of  Health  nurse. 
Booster  shots  for  TD,  polio,  and  MMR  were  available  and  given  to 
students  who  required  them. 

The  Oral  Fluoride  Rinse  Program  was  available  and  ad- 
ministered to  students  in  grades  1-6  on  a weekly  basis. 
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Vision  and  Hearing  Screenings  were  performed  for  grades  K-6,  8 
and  10.  Vision,  Hearing  and  Impedence  testing  was  performed  as 
part  of  pre-school  screening.  Postural  screening,  now  required  by 
law,  was  performed  on  students  in  grades  5, 6, 7, 8 and  9. 

Registration  for  Kindergarten  was  held  for  those  children  5 
years  of  age  before  September  1, 1984. 

Home  visits  were  made  as  required  for  those  students  needing 
medical  assessments  for  TEAM  evaluations. 

Health  teaching  in  the  areas  of  dental  and  personal  hygiene, 
heart,  lungs,  and  tooth  decay  were  given  to  Elementary  School 
students  and  Special  Ed  High  School  students.  This  year  a speaker 
from  the  American  Lung  Association  spoke  to  7 and  8th  grade 
students  about  smoking  and  lung  cancer  and  emphysema. 

A Health  Fair,  to  be  conducted  by  the  Town  Public  Health  Nurse 
and  the  School  Nurses  will  be  held  April  30.  Growth  and  development 
films  for  4-5-6th  grade  girls  and  6-7th  grade  boys  will  be  shown.  The 
free  and  reduced  school  breakfast  and  lunch  program  determination 
of  eligibility  and  records  are  kept  by  the  school  nurse. 

Communicable  diseases  and  infections  are  reported  to  the  Town 
Public  Health  Department.  State  surveys  and  reports  on  immuniza- 
tions, postural  screening,  fluoride  and  physical  examinations  were 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  State  as  required.

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  Guidance  Depart- 
ment of  the  Douglas  School  System. 

All  courses  and  activities  in  the  school  system  are  completely  in- 
tegrated in  accordance  with  Chapter  622,  which  prohibits  sex 
discrimination.  All  courses  and  activities  are  open  to  any  student 
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who  meets  the  prerequisite  of  that  course. 

We  are  continuing  with  course  leveling  in  the  academic  areas  of 
English,  Science,  Biology,  History,  Math,  etc.  with  grouping  accor- 
ding to  the  ability  of  the  student. 

Graduation  requirements  have  been  raised  beginning  with  the 
class  of  1985  to  99  credits  and  1986  and  1987  to  104  credits.  The 
minimum  passing  grade  also  has  been  raised  from  60  to  65.  Two 
years  of  Math  will  also  be  required  beginning  with  the  class  of  1986. 
Minimum  requirements  for  college  entrance  especially  at  the  state 
colleges  are  being  increased  to  require  4 years  of  College  English,  2 
years  of  the  same  foreign  language,  3 years  of  college  level  Math, 
and  2 years  of  Laboratory  Science. 

We  continue  to  administer  the  California  Achievement  Testing 
Program  in  grades  1-6  and  7 and  8.  We  also  administer  the  Differen- 
tial Aptitude  Test  with  career  component  to  grade  9. 

The  Guidance  Department  had  a Financial  Aid  Evening  for 
parents  of  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  are  planning  to  further  their 
education  after  high  school. 

We  will  continue  to  administer  the  PSAT’s  to  Juniors  and  the 
SAT’s  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  This  year  44  seniors  will  graduate, 
twenty-eight  intend  to  continue  their  education  at  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  Acceptances  to  this  point  are  high  and  include  such 
schools  as  Wheaton  College,  University  of  R.I.,  University  of  Maine. 

Students  meet  with  the  Guidance  Department  for  adjustment, 
academic  and  vocational  counseling  throughout  the  year. 

Guidance  will  continue  to  assist  each  student  in  determining  a 
wise  choice  of  his  life’s  work  in  accordance  with  his  abilities  and 
desires.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SPECIAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

I am  once  again  pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Douglas  Public  Schools  Department  of  Special  Education.  This 
department  is  committed  to  serving  the  special  needs  youth  in  our 
town.  Students  between  the  ages  of  three  and  twenty  one  who  have 
special  needs  are  eligible  for  services  according  to  state  and  federal 
mandates.  As  always,  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  the  quality 
of  services  for  our  special  needs  population. 

As  the  entire  population  of  Douglas  grows,  so  grows  the  special 
needs  population.  As  a result,  expanded  services  are  necessary.  This 
year  the  growth  has  been  seen  primarily  at  the  high  school  level 
making  it  necessary  to  increase  the  hours  of  one  resource  room 
teacher  in  order  to  meet  the  students’  diverse  needs.  The  S.T.A.R.S. 
program  (Students  Training  and  Reaching  Success),  can  be  found  at 
the  high  school.  This  new  program  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  mild  to  moderately  retarded  population.  The  focus  and  intent  of 
S.T.A.R.S.  is  to  provide  these  students  with  quality  experiences  in 
all  areas  of  academic,  vocation,  social  recreation,  and  life  skills  to 
prepare  them  for  successful  and  independent  adult  living  in  a 
community-based  environment. 

Other  special  education  programs  and  services  remain  the 
same.  These  programs  and  services  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
preschool  for  significantly  delayed  children,  resource  room  and 
special  class  assistance,  adapted  physical  education,  occupational 
therapy,  physical  therapy,  counseling,  alternative  education,  voca- 
tional education,  and  speech  and  language  therapy. 

It  is  of  utmost  importance  that  children  with  special  needs  are 
identified  early  in  the  education  process.  This  year,  63  kindergarten 
age  children  were  screened  and  profiled  through  the  “Early  Preven- 
tion of  School  Failure”  program.  In  addition,  fifteen  3 and  4 year 
olds  were  screened.  In  October,  a night  was  dedicated  to  reviewing 
and  explaining  the  screening  process  and  results  with  the  parents  of 
our  new  kindergarten  class. 

Teacher  training  this  year  consists  of  inservice  programming 
designed  to  inform  the  teachers  at  the  elementary  level  about  a 
technique  called  “direct  instruction”  in  reading.  This  individualized 
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approach  to  reading  will  allow  each  child  to  be  brought  to  a mastery 
level  before  proceeding  to  a higher  level  task.  If  this  occurs,  fewer 
children  will  require  special  education  services  and  more  children 
will  succeed  in  reading.  Other  training  programs  that  staff 
members  have  participated  in  include:  Diagnostic  Prescriptive 
Arithmetic,  Scientific  Research  Associate’s  presentation  of  a 
Reading  Mastery  Program  and  Hahnemann  Hospital’s  workshop  on 
Central  Auditory  Processing.  All  programs  proved  worthwhile  and 
ultimately  the  students  reap  the  benefits  of  the  teachers’  new 
knowledge. 

In  closing,  parental  support  and  involvement  is  necessary  for 
continued  growth  and  development.  All  parents  are  urged  to  contact 
the  Special  Education  Director  to  discuss  special  education  pro- 
gramming, how  federal  funding  is  distributed  in  special  education, 
special  education  laws  and/or  any  other  topic  of  interest  or  concern.

DOUGLAS  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


The  Elementary  School,  after  three  years  of  curriculum 
development,  has  a complete  sequential  program  in  Grades  K — VI 
in  Reading,  Arithmetic,  Social  Studies,  Language  and  Spelling. 

The  morale  and  commitment  of  the  teaching  staff  is  positive  and 
upbeat  which  permeates  and  trickles  down  to  youngsters  creating 
an  atomsphere  conducive  to  the  growth  and  learning  of  youngsters. 

With  this  positive  attitude  of  youngsters  and  teachers  we  do 
have  some  glaring  problems  which  have  to  be  addressed.  They  are 
as  follows: 

The  continued  growth  in  enrollment  necessitating  a need 
for  four  sections  of  kindergarten  and  three  sections  of 
grade  I for  the  1985-1986  school  year. 
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Media  Center  will  have  to  be  converted  into  kindergarten 
classrooms. 

Class  size  has  to  be  reduced  from  28-30  to  ones  of  20-25. 

Play  areas  has  to  be  hardtopped  to  prevent  classrooms  be- 
ing inundated  with  dirt. 

Classroom  furniture  has  to  be  replaced. 

Cafeteria-Gymnasium-Auditorium  must  be  made  sound- 
proof. 

Special  Education  is  mandated  by  the  State  (Chapter  766).  We 
must  make  a commitment  to  the  bulk  of  the  school  population  who 
are  not  benefited  by  the  state  mandated  programs  that  we  do  care. 

We  have  a great  bunch  of  “kids.”  Let’s  give  them  the  same 
chance  to  reach  their  potential  as  all  other  youngsters.
